I really do regret liaving to lay aside wiiat I am writing about Gerald Posner and 

liis book, too! Unlike other responsible v/riting in this field it is a sheer joy! My what 

a mark he lias made of himselfi . 

But in a short vdiilc relatives ^ have not seen in some time will be here, so I do 

return to what I wrote you, in the evnt you have not reacted to it by the time I have 

another interlude like I will have soon. 

I liave been honest with you, I liave tried to inform you, and while you have no 
obligation to respond, I do think tliat all interests can be served better than to the best 
of ray knowledge seems probable#. ^ 

V/hat I told you I could have dona is far flrom all. I intended only to give you a 
substantial reason to believe me '..hen I say tliat if I have to defend mj'-self I am in a 
position to do thit. One of the reasons I have done nothing publicly is because I learned 
long ago tliat hurting people without need is not the way I want to live# 

Whether you have considered the position in which 1*11 be I do not knov/# You are, 
of course, under no bSligation to tell mo tliat# I do believe that consideration does also 
serve your interest# If I did not tliere would be no point at all in writing you. 

You may, of coCtrse, have given tliis matter some thought# If you did, and if you 
did in terras of what,^ might do only wiien I liave to face the allegations you y^ourself 
described in terms of a felony (and tliat I believe is a felony under ^*aryland law), you 
then v/ould not have considered all my options# 

Long ago, in some rather memorable situations when I was young, I learned tliat 
for those without real influence waiting to defend ag.JLnst charges already made publis 
can be s elf -^^def eating# ’Dlia truth then rarely can catch up with falsehood# If I feel tliat 
I must go public 1*11 not wait until it is too late# So that you will not liave to whnder 
what I consider some of my oj^ions to be, I report some of those for which ^ long ago 
prepared, ils I*vo told you, wlietlier or not you believe me, I regard the potential as 
very dangerous to me and ray sole interest is in protecting myself and ray reputation#

'V/hen Uany speiled out in a greater volume of letters than to the best of my 
loiov/ledgc you Imow about» because in themselves they are a felony in tlrLs statei I took 
selections from thorn to the states attorney. The assistant who s ki m i ne d them noted im- 
mediately possiblte federal offenses and the possibility of some with regard to the Balti- 
more city police. She indicated they v/ould have to confer. She told me that when they had 
reached a decision she vrould let me known. I have heard nothing since then and I liave not 
aslfed for any decision. I know that hH±h tlio Baltimore police intwmal-af fairs unit is 
overloaded, as are the postal inspectors. 

The Baltimore police inteifeil-af fairs unit has a rather large selection of Harry '| 
letters in wMch lie says tliat he represents it. Hbt from me but to my loiowledge it also 
lias such a letter he wrote on its letterhead. It began an investigation^ lot later than 
tliis past ■'^ebi'uary, vihen a elective phoned me about it. On its own it had discovered 
violations of the restrictions on use of the police computer system for anything other 
official purposes. Tliat led them to Ricliard Woybright and tliat led them to Harry. 

They know tliat Harry got Waybright to do what is both illegal and improper for police, 
the latter acting as an investigator in free time. 

Vie accepted V/ayfcright as Harry's representative, as Harry inigffduced him to us, 
and as Harry's agent he liad the usual unrestricted access to all ^ have. He was here 
rather often. the course of it he robbed me of only copies He then sold tta»r to Idfiton, 
for vihom he was also woridng once Liften liad the lever of his working for Harry. Harry 
did Imovf about it and he did knovi^ tliates Hand's ropresontative he stole from me, for 
Lifton. Of course I can file charges but I liave sought to av^id unnecessary scandal. 

Tliore is more, Harry is the principal, and if I write the mayor or the chief of 
police or both und get no response, wliat I can give the papers, particularly the altimOre 
Sun, would create, I think, a real stink tliat would force some action, perhaps criminal, 
because I am without doubt tliat Harry's writing is a felony under Maryland law. If any 
of that is in tlie book I. believo a look would have to be talcen at it. And if I feel I have 
to go public in anticipation of tho damage that the book id.ll do me, it will be public 
knowledge before the dooIc is out. On wliat the book contains ^ know wliat you have said and 
I liave a tldck file of what IWry lias said. It is at once ludicrous dnd outrageous, there 
cannot be any support of it .Indecent, too* 

When Harry told'me'" his new "solution"iiand who those conspirators were I told him 
tliat came right frorar.a falce bo k by tho French JI/i and that I had personal knowledge of 
it from exposing the film based on it and ending its life. His attitude and approximate 
words were wliat is wrong with that, tliey were right anywjji’'* 

There is more but I thinlc this should be enough for you to understand that although 
I have been silent on this and more, if I have to djfends cyself I will vith what I believe 
will be an effoctive'^efense. I much prefer to continue without wasting awy of tlie little 
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tiine tliat roraains to me tliat \/ay#Ijittlo comiidering loi’’ agOf health and the v/ork I \;ant 
still to d/(o. 

If I did not tell y.u so eai'lier, you or anyone you may v/ant to send isirelcome, 
as was llariy and all otliers, to go over niy files and copy anything at all related in 
any way to the matters of which Iwv/rite Jou. It inclmdes two small files on Paul 
Rothermel II, who was one of tliose fired by U.L. Hunt's sons as a tliief and who Harry 
told me is one of his sources. It includes my files on that Fake French spook bo<.k, 
F.irewell Ai.ierica . And, of course, uy file of corresp^pnee with and from ^Wy.

film, no fioubt another of the proofs tl»at it was doctored, and that aaca reminded me of 
tliis letter I'd laid aside. I*d bec^un tiiinlcin-; along a different linejj^ last week when 
I was send a page from y .ur new catalogue in wliicli tho cliarge of "fraud" is used. V/liether 
charcing an indictable offense teally is prohibited by the Llarj^land code as I reaeji it 
is^ewfefiing tliat may yet be decided. I*vc taken no steps to have it decided. But in time 
I probably will. That rominded no tliat I've not heard of any steps you may have taken 
to determine v/liethor wiiat you lia^e announced and described is tr^. I believe tliat if 
you liad I would have heard about it- and I kno\i very vrell you did not ask ne. Nor did 
Hainy, not oven^to.- I told liini wliat ho liad written is false. As of now my knowledge 
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of yout^^ not published J is tliat I ai^[ccessory in a murder and am guilty of 



fraud. Botlitelate to uliat to ne is the most subversive crime- in a country like ours^ the 
assassination of a President. How my actual record, as distinguised froto tlio nightmares 
of which I liave an abjaidant file, relates to tliese serious charges you have made and 
published, may interest you as they may also interest others after your book is out. I 
am, after all, books you liave alreay published and to which you now add, an ac- 

cessory of officialdom because you pablished the book tliat says tho government killed 
the President and thus I am a government accessory. 

When govemrfiont helicopters ruin? my chicken forming I sued tlie government and estab- 
lised a new right that has cost.i,t much in money and problems, the property owner's ovmer- 
ohip of tlic air-space over liis propor-ty to the degree needed' to enjoy the Constitutional * 
right to wn ^^^^rty. 

Broke and in debt from tliis government toct, after more than 100 international re- 
jec-bions of my first book I published it myself and with it opened the subject up. That 
book is severely critifial of tho government whose accessory you personal^ay I am in its 
murder. I 'tlien publisiied six additional books, all similarly critical of the stime govern- 
ment, critical with fact, not wliat malces money, what is imagined despite con-trary fact. 

After ray book on**tlie ICing assassina*tion was published I became James Earl Ray's 
investigator. I then ^condlc ted the investigation fot the successful" habeas corpus, which 
the government did not like, and then for tho tv;o weeks of evidentiary hearing, v/hich it 
liiced even less and wlilcii' got considerable national attention embarrassing to the govern- 
ment. 



I filed about a dozen Freedom of Ij^formation lawsuits against the government. Some 
were prccedental and one is credited in the legislative liistg/oy of the 1974 amending 
of tliat Act with causing tho amendment tliat opened CIA and siipilar files to POIA 

access. Ig this litigation I obtained about a tliird of a million once-\dtliheid pages. 

I make and have ali/ays made all tliose records freely availa6l»>to all writing in the 
field, without cliarge and idtho]^ a up e r^ fatoa supervision. 
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AltJiouch in moi’o than a decade it liad never hapr.'ened before, this enabled me to 

be robbed, by the aff-nt of your star;^, priae property, author of the charges you described. 

Unless it is a crime to refuse to call chicken-shit chicken salad, there is no act 

of any Hurl tliat can waarant even the suspicion tliat I perpetrated some kind of fraud
